Borde, of Boyd county, has 125, 30 
of which, to the credit of the county 
be it said, are Federal prisoners. 
This comparison speaks volumes 
both for Lincoln county and the lo- 
cal option cause as we see it here. 
Lincoln county has a more fortunate 
location, being in the favored blue 
grass section, where her citizens have 
had almost every advantage. Boyd 
is classed with the mountain coun- 
ties, and while she is rapidly forg- 
ing to the front, even the present 
generation's opportunities have not 
been, nor ure as great. But the real 
cause of the Boyd county ^Jailer's 
"full house" is that whisky is sold 
in Catlettsburg, the county scat, and 
Ashland, only five miles away. But 
that state of affaire has existed a 
long time and not until West Vir- 
ginia went dry did Boyd s jailer en- 
joy such a harvest. West Virginia 
is just over the river from Catletts- 
burg and the thirsty citizens of 
Uuutiugfon, a city of 40,000 inhabi- 
tants and Ccredo and Kenova, thriv- 
ing towns of the same state, quench 
th»-ir thirsts in Boyd's capital. Many 
do not drink temperately and the re- 
sult is they get drunk and the "cop" 
gets them. A gentleman from Cat- 
lettsburg told the writer that for th e 
three weeks preceding Christmas 
more tnan $100,000's worth of booze 
was shipped out of his town each 
week, and that the amount drunk 
there and carried away in jugs and 
bottles could hardly be estimated. The 
existing conditions work a hard- 
ship for both the ''wet ' town 
and the prohibition State. The for- 
mer gets more than her share of 
drinking and the latter is precluded 
from enforcing prohibition. But 
what are you going to do? One 
State permits what the other prohib- 
its. The National "prohib'' would 
answer th e question in a Jiffy and 
-say "give us prohibition." So say we 
all. But there's the rub. What are 
we going to do in the mean time? 
With saloons just over the line and 
j the shipment of whisky into dry ter- 
ritory permitted, seems to us we are 
betwixt the ''devil and the deep bule 
sea." Patience and shuffle the cards 
v.\lh the hope that things will ad- 
just themselves, is about the best 
view to take of the matter, and in 
the mean time we will have to condole 
with our Jailer DeBorde for his 
dearth of business and congratulate 
the other Jailer DeBorde on getting 
the fattest plum that has fallen in 
that section of the State in years.
